This was one 
of the most magnificent events of its 
bind ever organized, and it Mas esti- 
mated at the time.b} those who were 
wej! Qualified to judge that it must 
have cost nearer £10,000 than £5,000.

and, indeed, is outside ~h? powers of 
all but a very few to mutacs. Witflout 
aspiring to these heights a lady desir- 
ing to llv« in the west end of London 
and jto maintain a -reasonably "smart" j 
reputation sesus a very long pocket- 
book 


House rent, of course, Is one of the 


biggest items. While many either own 
their town houses or lease them for a 
term of years, most of those who do 
not propose to live permanently in Lon- 
don hire a house unfurnished for the 
season. This may cost anywhere from 
2400 to £1,000 for a" period of six 
months. According to one of the lead- 
ing house aid estate agents in the west 
end, £COO Is apotit the average paid for 
a good house for a season.

3 week, or one of the fashionable elec- 
trii* lanmtulets can be hired for 2 
guineas a week

engage, and these may cost anything 
from £1 to £100 each. 


Supper or light refreshment, togeth- 


er witii the necessary wine, waiters, 
helpers, etc., does not leave much 
change out pf £ 100, even with the ut- 
most economy, and, of course, the BUjn 
that could be spent on this item has no 
limit At a stand, up supper given by 
a well known American residept in 
London last season £10 pet head for 
each Of the 200 guests present was 
paid to a Seadmg contractor, and the 
writer is iaforineti that this Is nothing 
out of the way and, indeed, is often 
exceeded in the course of a London 
season. 


Flowers are a Very Important feature 


with every hostess, and weekly florist 
bills of £20 aie by no means, uncom- 
mon 
At a reception a short time ago 


It wns estimated that the cut (lowers 
and plants u«ed for the decoration of 
tiie rooms must lun e cost at the i efy 
least £1,000 These, however, included 
banks of rare orchids and other eewtlf 
flowers. Ten pounds a week may be 
assigned for flo-ners and £100 for a ten 
weeks' seanon. 


Dinner parties are also very expen- 


flve, and here again It if* almost impos-
